Murder Charge 
Reduced In 
Minister's Death 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. (UPI) - 
Second degree murder charges 
were reduced to involuntary 
manslaughter Friday in the case 
of Mrs. Grace Gibson, 36, who 
allegedly stabbed her minister 
husband to death in their home 
May 30.

area aren't planning to reopen 
their pumps today. 
Many of them simply can’t. 
“I think most of those sta­ 
tions are pumped dry, and many 
probably couldn’t find their help 
anyway,” Stephen Montgomery, 
owner of two Standard stations 
in the Indianapolis area, said. 
‘‘We don’t want to disrupt peo­ 
ple any further than we need 
to make our point,” he said, 
following a U.S. District Court 
Judge’s ordered suspension Fri­ 
day of the profit ceilings to take 
effect Sept. 1, which sparked 
the protest closing. 
‘‘But most of the help has 
scattered. 1 told my people I 
didn't want to see them for three 
days,” Montgomery said, after 
his Zionsville and Carmel ser­ 
vice stations pumped their tanks 
dry as people lined up five and 
six cars deep Thursday n i g h t 
prior to the announced s h u t- 
downs. 
‘‘My personal feeling is this 
has negated the reason for any 
further shutdown,” said B i l l 
Bayh. a Martinsville resident 
who closed his Marathon station 
on Indianapolis’ southside, “but 
I will not reopen until I have 
been in contaet with others 
about the ruling.” 
A survey by he Hoosier Mot­ 
or Club in Indianapolis showed 
nearly 560 of the 780 service 
stations listed in the phone di­ 
rectory had planned to close 
during the three days, but 
there were several reports of 
reopenings following the an­ 
nouncement of Judge Barring­ 
ton Parker’s Friday morning 
order. 


Ruling On Gas Prices 
Puts Dealers In Dither 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge has ruled that 
most of the nation’s retail 
gasoline dealers may impose 
price hikes starting Sept. l. The 
decision was welcomed by the 
dealers but immediately ap­ 
pealed by the government. 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Barrington Parker, acting on a 
class action suit filed by the 
National Congress of Petroleum 
Retailers Friday blocked the 
administration’s Phase IV con­ 
trols on gasoline prices. They 
were scheduled to go into effect 
at 11:59 p.m. Aug. 31. 
The decision means that the 
prices consumers 
pay for 
gasoline will remain frozen 
until next Friday but will be 
allowed to raise after then.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A 
fellow judge called for the im­ 
peachment of Federal Judge S. 
Hugh Dillin, while two men he 
appointed to devise a desegre­ 
gation plan for the Indianapolis 
public schools announced th e 
program would be unveiled 
Monday. 
Marion County Circuit Court 
Judge John Niblack Friday urg­ 
ed that Dillin be impeached on 
the grounds that his conduct in 
the desegregation controversy 
has been “unconstitutional, un­ 
lawful and dictorial.” 
The demand came as Drs. Jo­ 
seph T. Taylor of Indiana Uni- 
versity-Purdue University at In­ 
dianapolis and Charles Glltt of 
Ohio State, told a new's confer­ 
ence here that their plan, drawn 
up following their appointment 
last week by Dillin weuld con­ 
form to his integragion guide­ 
lines. 
The scheme is expected to in­ 
clude the closing of' s o m e 
schools and probably require 
busing of black and white stu­ 
dents to bring black enrollment 
to at least 15 per cent in th e 
city’s elementary schools. 
Meanwhile, Niblack, as co- 
chairman of “The Committee to 
Impeach Judge Dillin,” said the 
four central Indiana congress­ 
men will be asked to initiate 
impeachment proceedings in 
Congress. 
However, Niblack said he has 
no commitment they will. 
He and his co - chairman — 
former State Sen. Dan L. Bur­ 
ton of Indianapolis — presided 
over a hectic news conference 
in which the outspoken Niblack, 
a strong conservative, a n d 
some news media reporters 
ended up calling each other 
liars, as they debated the law 
and judicial interpretations on 
civil rights. 
"Dillon has seized the reins of 
civil authority and deposted a 
duly elected 
and 
qualified 
school board of this state as ef­ 


fectively as Castro took power 
in Cuba or Russia in Czecho- 
slavkia, without any more legal 
warrant,” Niblack charged. 
“He has acted as chief ado- 
cate, judge, jury and execution­ 
er in the case, ordering new' 
parties added to the ease on his 
own motion; adjacent school 
corporations which were guilty 
of nothing except being there— 
guilty of no discrimination 
against anyone, putting them to 
large expense of taxpayers’ 
money to defend themselves.”

Indiana is one of 13 states 
with legislatures meeting in a 
1973-74 session, and hopefully 
the General Assembly learned 
a lesson. 
Voters were sold on approving 
the Constitutional amendment 
perm, it ting annual sessions with 
the argument a short session 
was required to deal with 
budget problems. It had become 
too difficult in today’s complex, 
fast moving society to project 
i n c o m e 
a n d 
b u d g e t 
requirements over a biennium. 
Legisla tors had a cco mpl is bed 
the feat since approval of the 
1851 Constitution 
with 
few 
special sessions required, but 
times change. 
A 
short, 
30- working 
day 
session every other year would 
deal with taxes and budget 
problems. It has taken time and 
still all of the “bugs” have not 
been worked out of the system. 
The 1972 short session was the 
first attempt, and practically 
everything except finances was 
considered. No one favored 
limiting bills which can be 
introduced. 
Some 794 bills were con­ 
sidered covering a wide range 
of subjects. Favorable action on 
245 was the highest percentage 
since 1965. True, taxes were 
restructured, and the bill was 
vetoed as it had been in the 
1971 session. Neither attempt 
could garner enough support to 
over-ride the veto. 
The law' setting the stage for 
annual sessions called for a one 
day organizational meeting in 
November, with adjumment 
until January the following 
year. 
It 
presented 
many 
problems. The legislature met 
on November' 15, 1972, counted 
as the first day of the 1973 
session. Election results do not 
have to be legally certified by 
this early date, and there could 
be challenges to election of 
members. One race was decided 
in the courts, with Earl Wilson 
of Bedford, seated in the Senate 
a f t e r 
the 
organizational 
meeting. 
The long recess was one of 
the grounds for the unsuccessful 
challenge to the "Bowen tax.- 
package.” 
The 
amendment 
a l l o w i n g annual sessions 
required the body to adjourn 
by April 30 in the year in which 
it con venes.” The law wfas 
changed by the 1973 legislature. 
Future sessions will hold the 
organizational meeting on the 
third Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November. There is 
no limit on duration of the 
initial meeting, which can be 
r e c o n v e n e d at any time 
determined by the session, but 
not later than the “second 
Monday in January” of the 
following year. 
The organizational meeting 
should not last long. There has 
not been an election, and 
leaders are expected to remain 
the same in both chambers. 
Both House Speaker Kermitt 
Burrous and Senate president 
pro-tem Phillip E. Gutman 
expect the short session to deal 
only with budget review. They 
will take a close look at 
p r o g r e s s under the tax 
restructuring. 
First on the agenda will be 
seating of Stephen H. Stoughton. 
He will replace John Hart from 
Indiana/polis in the house. A 
court challenge against the 
s y s t e m of s e l e c t i n g 
replacements will be too late 
after he is seated. Attorney 
General Thodore L. Sendak 
issued an opinion that the law 
for filling legislative vacancies 
had 
“serious 
constitutional 
defects.” 
Legsiative study committees 
have been busy in the interim 
studying many subjects, and 
many bills will be ready for 
early introduction and com­ 
mittee assignment. Next on the 
agenda will be consideration of 
four bills vetoed by Governor 
Bowen after adjournment of the 
1973 session. They are im­

General 
A s s e m b l y sustained the 
Governor in his other four 
vetoes, and is expected to do 
the same this time. 
O n e 
such 
bill 
covered 
“wiretap” activities in the 
state, and was strongly sup­ 
ported by Attorney General 
Sendak and prosecutors in the 
state, as well as State Police 
Superintendent Robert Konkle. 
Bowen felt that it was too much 
an invasion of privacy, coming 
on the heels of Watergate and 
breakin at the office of the 
psychiatrist of Daniel Ellsburg. 
Sendak pointed out that without 
the law, there is no state law 
prohibiting wire-tapping. 
Still another veto concerned 
limiting state liabilty now that 


courts have over-thrown the 
doctrine of sovereign immunity. 
A m e n d m e n t s to the law 
changed it greatly from the 
original form and made it 
unacceptable even to sup­ 
porters. The House Judiciary 
Committee has been working on 
a c c e p t a b l e 
replacement 
legislation, while the state is 
defending against $567 million 
in damage suits. 
The State just lost a $700,000' 
judgment, believed to be the 
second largest personal injury 
verdict handed down by a jury 
in Indiana. The award went to 
D o y 1 e Lincoln C o l l i e r, 
paralyzed in a diving accident 
in 1966 at Lieber State Park.

WASHINGTON 
(U P I) — 
Jerry Wilson, Washington, D.C. 
police chief, has assigned six of 
his officers to patrol the city on 
new 10-speed bicycles —an 
encouraging sign 'that our law 
enforcement officials are really 
looking for innovative ways to 
prevent crime. 
It struck me though that 
Chief Wilson, whose men also 
have motor scooters, squad 
cars, paddy wagons and vari­ 
ous configurations of motor 
cycles, drew up short of a real 
departure in police transport. 
Elephants are w'hat he needs. 
Lest anyone think this is a 
frivolous suggestion, consider 
some of the problems Wilson 
and other police chiefs have 
that could be eased with a 
pachyderm patrol. 
Elephants Suggested 
Washington is a place that 
seems to draw crowds. Inaugu­ 
rations, prowar and antiwrar 
demonstrations and millions of 
tourists yearly tax the .police 
department’s 
crowd handling 
capacity. 
Some police forces, including 
the 
U.S. 
Park 
Police 
in 
Washington, use horses for this 
kind of work All well and good, 
hut the times cry out for 
creativity. Just as the Air 
Force insists that the B1 
bomber is the logical follow-on 
to the B52, who can deny that 
the elephant provides more 
bang for the buck than the 
horse? 
On the face of it, there arc 
things an elephant can do that 
simply are not within the 
mission of your ordinary horse. 
Extinguishing fires in trash 
baskets, for example. 
There are other obvious 
pluses in an elephant procure­ 
ment program. Chief Wilson 
was the pioneer of a crowd 
control technique in which he 
used transit buses, parked 
bumper to bumper, to keep 
marchers from approaching the 
White House or other targets. 


Respect Wanted 
There was one episode in 
which demonstrators tried to 
tip over one of the big buses 
walling them in. They aren’t 
likely to try that with an 
elephant. 
There are regular patrol 
missions elephants could fill 
beautifully. Along with many 
big cities, Washington has 
several areas where the .police­ 
man, in a vehicle or on foot, is 
not particularly welcome. 
An officer of my acquaint­ 
ance (whom we shall call 
Clarence) says one of the 
patrolman’s big problems on 
the inner city streets is to 
command 
some vestige of 
respect in an age when judges 
frown upon use of the night 
stick as an attention-getter. 
Elephants, we are told, are 
among nature’s gentler creatu­ 
res, but they do have a 
presence that cannot be over­ 
looked. It is hard to believe 
that a policeman perched 10 or 
15 feet above the sidewalk, 
carrying one of those wicked 
looking hooked poles affected 
by mahouts, would not repre­ 
sent an authority figure to the 
average street dude.

There are some problems, of 
course. Elephants are not in 
long supply in the United States 
so far as we can tell, and it 
might be a burden on the 
balance of payments account to 
import them in numbers. 
On the other hand, elephants 
in repayment for foreign aid 
might be just the ticket for 
some of the underdeveloped 
nations anxious for U.S. assis­ 
tance. 
While

smog, there could be an 
environmental problem. It is 
hard to believe, though, that a 
technology capable of sending 
men to the moon could not find 
a way to' toilet train an 
elephant.

Weight Control Fallacies 
In the past year I have, for 
some reason, received several 
letters inquiring about the same

control. The American Dietetic 
Association had collected data 
on food misinformation that 
were in wide circulation in the 
United States. And 1 published 
some of the fallacies listed by 
the association. 
My correspondents this past 
year renumbered the columns 
but wanted the list. This got 
r.ie thinking that it might be 
a good idea to repeat the list 
Inis week. 
People Go For Fads 
It certainly is true that the 
whole subject of weight control 
is surrounded by fad diets. I 
would say there is generally 
better information 
published 
row than a few years ago. But 
still, people seem to go for 
(xotic and “far-out” presen­ 
tations on the subject. 
The special foods that some 
diets require can be expensive. 
Hut the biggest objection to fad 
diets is not just that they are 
not sound, but that they con­ 
fuse people and do not lead to 
the re-training of eating habits 
that usually is necessary if a 
person is to reduce and stay 
ieduced. 
So, to help dear the air, here 
it a list of statements that are 
commonly-held fallacies. Ail are

Obesity is due entirely to 
heredity. 
2.In the experience of some 
people, all foods turn to fat. 
3. 
Meal-skipping is a good 
way to lose weight.

Then trying to lose weight. 
8. C a n d y enriched with 
tit am ins may be eaten when 
a person is reducing. 
9. Washing rice after cooking 
reduces calories. 
10. Sugar is not as fattening 
as starch. 
11. High-protein 
foods and 
fruits have no calories. 
12. Gelatin dessert is non- 
fattening. 
13. Milk should not be in­ 
cluded in a weight reduction 
diet. 
14. “De-starched” 
p o t a t o 
chips do not have calories. 
15. Meat 
burns 
its 
own 
calories. 
16. Margarine contains fewer 
calories than butter. 
17. For reducing, eat high- 
protein foods for a week; then 
eat anything you want for a 
week. 
18. Grapefruit will reduce a 
person.

How About This? City Of Marion, 
I1L, Wipes Out Property T ax! 


By SAMUEL O. HANCOCK 
MARION, 111. (UPI) — The 
government of 
this 
southern 
Illinois town of 1.3,'900 is making 
man-bites-dog-type 
news. 
In­ 
stead of raising its property 
taxes 
it 
is 
dropping 
them, 
completely. 


The City Council has resolved 
simply not to pass a tax levy 
ordinance this year, in effect 
wiping out the city property 
tax. 
To Mayor Robert L. Butler, 
the move seems only logical. 
Since he came to office in 1964, 
property taxes in Marion have 
been cut in seven of the past 
nine years. 
Marion’s 
last property tax 
rate is just 31 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, or $31 on 
assessments 
of 
$10,000... 
In 
Chicago, .3001 miles to the north, 
it runs about $800 for every 
$10,'0001 of assessed valuation, 
but that helps support schools 
and other services not financed 
in Marion by city taxes. 


It Hardly suffered 
Marion has hardly suffered 
as it relinquished its property 
taxes.

With all this, the city currently 
enjoys a $250,000 surplus. 
Butler’s cash down policy is 
the same way he handles his 
own finances. 
‘‘Never in my life have I ever 
bought a car or a suit of clothes 
or even my home on credit,” 
the 46-year-old attorney said in 
an interview. “ I figured that if 
I couldn’t afford to pay cash for 
it, I didn’t need, it.” 
Back in 1964, he said, Marion 
was $80,000 in the red and the 
property 
tax 
on 
a 
home 
assessed at $10,000 was $112. 


Effort Must he Made 
“ The Ci^y Council determined 
that if the city could ever get 
out of the red, an effort must 
be made to reduce property 
taxes,” Bugler said. “ It was a 
direct result of that determina­ 
tion that taxes were reduced 
seven out of nine years. 
“Each year, the council has 
budgeted for expenditures less 
than the amount of anticipated 
revenue. We have adapted this 
as a way of being reasonably 
sure sufficient funds would be 
available to meet expenses in 
case the revenue didn’t reach 
the expected level. More often 
than not, the revenue reached 
or 
surpassed the 
anticipated 
figure.” 
Surpluses began building up. 
Annexations 
were 
pushed 
to 
broaden the city’s sales tax 
base. 
Now, Marion's yearly income 
includes $565,000 from the state 
sales tax, 5300,000 from Water 
Department operations, $196,000 


from federal revenue sharing, 
$130,000 from 
Sewer Depart­ 
ment operations, $76,000 from 
the state income tax and just 
$47,000 from the property tax. 
Marion 
residents 
won’t be 
getting off tax. free. Aside from 
state and. federal, taxes, there 
will still be levies for county 
government, schools and parks. 
But til® taxes will be lighter.

new

collective 
bargaining law. 
The new law, passed by the 
recent session of the Indiana 
General 
Assembly, 
requires 
bargaining between the school 
board 
and 
“ the 
exclusive 
representative” of teachers. 
AI 
Hodge, 
president of the 
Association, 
said 
that 
his 
organization includes more than 
a m ajority of teachers eligible 
for membership, and that the 
A s s o c i a t i o n 
should 
be 
recognized by the school board. 
“ The intent of the law is 
clear,” Mr. Hodge said. “The 
l e g i s t a t u r e intended that 
t e a c h e r s 
have 
only 
one 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e 
in 
the 
negotiations process. Since we 
clearly represent the greatest 
num ber of teachers in our corp­ 
oration. it is the duty of the 
school board to grant us the re­ 
quested recognition.”

Bayh was overheard to say to 
a friend who comm ented that 
he was almost certain to win 
next year: “ Probably that is 
what Homer C apehart was say­ 
ing in 1962.” 


Idea Reception 
Bayh is back in Indiana this 
weekend for a variety of re a ­ 
sons, including a Saturday night 
reception in his honor at t h e 
Indiana 
Dem ocratic 
Editorial 
Association c o n v e n t i o n in 
French Lick, He has a special 
W atergate message he is em ­ 
phasizing to his supporters. 
“ One of the things W atergate 
has done that is very dam aging 
is the cynicism it has created,” 
Bayh says. “ The cynicism can 
really affect the outcom e of the 
1974 election. We may have a 
problem of lack of interest in 
the political process.” 
So for the present, until the 
Republicans produce a physical 
opponent, Bayh is fighting to 
convince his friends he needs 
their help in his cam paign and 
they should not just assum e his 
re-election is assured.

Bayh and most other politi­ 
cally knowledgeable Dem ocrats 
are being careful to show' no 
glee over the Republican W a­ 
tergate woes, but to utilize any 
openings the Republicans may 
make. 
For example, Bayh took P res­ 
ident Nixon’s com m ents t h a t 
preoccupation 
with 
W atergate 
was keeping the Congress from 
getting its job done, and used 
it to catalog the 
amount of 
work he and other m em bers of 
Congress have done. 
“ Since the first of this year, 
the Senate has passed 
more 
than 20 bills and am endm ents 
that I have proposed,” he says.
